IN THIS ISSUE WE PRESENT THE 
article, “Is There Literal, Physical 
Fire in Hell?” which we believe 
will be of deep interest.

My texts tell of two different times when Jesus passed 


by. Are they not suggestive? 


The King of England cannot 


travel without having his every act observed. He cannot move 


among men without leaving an 


indelible impression upon 


thousands who watch him pass. What must it be, then, when 


the Lord of Glory passes by? 


Our first text is Matthew’s own 
story of his conversion. That text 
leads us on to the brightness of 
an endless day. It leads us on to 
the writing of a Gospel, to the 
wearing of a crown. Matthew 
came to grips with Jesus as He 
passed by, and found a salvation 
that will outlast the stars. 

Not so in my other text. Here 
also Jesus is present. But the 
‘scene moves on from sunlight to 
shadows, and from shadows to ou- 
ter night. For in this case when 
Jesus passed by, men did not close 
with Him, but let Him go. And 
the pointed words of Jesus sweep 
across the ages and show us these 
men weeping and gnashing their 
teeth, seeing God’s servants and 
all the prophets in the Kingdom of 
God, and themselves thrust out. 

Yet, each of those men, like 
“Matthew, had

In a recent message I dealt with 
the matter of the chaining of Sa- 
tan. I called attention to the char- 
acter, the career, and the chains 
of the Devil. You will remember 
that we emphasized the Devil is 
not bound now, but one day he 
Shall be. He is going to be bound 


into the bottomless pit. 

Before world conditions can im- 
prove, the influence of Satan must 
be stopped. As long as he is the 
prince of the power of the air, 
and the god of this world, there 
will be sin and darkness. 

For hundreds of years Bibles 
have been distributed. Missionar- 
ies have gone to all portions of the 


Christ, but still sin is rampant up- 
on the earth. We know that Sa- 
tan is back of ‘this. 

Thank God, Satan is going to 
be bound. In Revelation 19 we 
see the Lord coming in power and 
great glory. He came to the awful 
battle of Armageddon and laid 
hold upon the Beast and false 
prophet.

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The Bible repeatedly, from one 
end to the other, teaches that Hell 
is a place of fire. The modernists 
and liberalists teach that there is 
no Hell. Many who claim to be 
fundamentalists or conservatives 
say that the Bible passages teach- 
ing a physical Hell with literal 
fire are figurative in meaning. 
This is, I believe because they 
have not studied the matter afresh, 
for themselves in the Bible, but

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Literal, Physical Fire In Hell?

tain world has lost its fear of 
Hell, and with it has lost the soul- 
winning passion. To Christians all 
over the world, Hell has cooled. 
That means that Calvary means 
less, there is less emphasis on re- 
demption by the blood of Christ, 
there is less teaching about sin, 
very little warning of judgment, 
and almost universal powerless- 
ness and fruitlessness on the part 
of Christians. Our hearts are turn- 
ing toward modernism while our 
heads still accept the letter of the 
Bible. At the same time, the un- 
believing world trends more and 
more to scoffing and scorn about 
the things of God. 

Thus it seems necessary for 

Christians to maké a renewed 
study of the Bible doctrine of 
Hell. Oh, if there is a literal Hell 
of eternal torment, if it has real 
fire in it, and if poor lost souls 
will suffer eternally in physical 
torment as well as mental tor- 
ment in this physical Hell of 
literal fire, then we ought to know 
it! 
With this in mind, I call your 
attention to what seems to me to 
be the overwhelming proof that 
Hell is a literal lake of fire, a 
place of literal, physical torment 
for the unconverted, the Christ 
rejector, who dies without being 
born again. 


I. Hell Is a Physical Place 

There is abundant proof in the 
Bible that Hell is a literal, physi- 
cal place. 

First, the Bible expressly says 
so. In Luke 16:28, the poor rich 
man who cried out from Hell plead 
with Abraham that someone should 
warn his five brethren, “lest they 
also come into this PLACE OF 
TORMENT.” The personal testi- 
mony of a man who went there, 
as recorded in the words of Jesus 
Christ, under the inspiration of 
the Holy Spirit, says that Hell is 
a “place of torment.” Jesus Cer- 
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tainly intended people to believe 
that Hell is a literal, physical place. 
And that was true even though 
the rich man’s body had not yet 
been raised from the dead, Hell, 
even now, before the resurrection 
of the unsaved, is a literal; physi- 
cal place. 


Second, since Hell will be the} 


home of people with literal, physi- 
cal bodies, it must be a physi- 
cal place. And the Scriptures 
clearly teach the resurrection of 
the bodies of the unsaved people. 
Daniel 12:2 says, “And many of 
them that sleep in the dust of the 
earth shall awake, some to ever- 
lasting life, and some to shame 
and everlasting contempt.”’ Notice 
that Daniel refers to the body that 
‘sleeps in the dust of the earth,’ 
and that the bodies of the unsaved 
will rise, the same as the bodies 
of the saved. Again Jesus said in 
John 5:28-29, “Marvel not at this: 
for the hour is coming, in the 
which all that are in the graves 
shall hear his voice, and shall 
come forth; they that have done 
good, unto the resurrection of life; 
and they that have done evil, un- 
to the resurrection of damnation,” 
There is a resurrection of damna- 
tion, and the bodies of unsaved 
people, in the graves, shall hear 
the voice of Jesus Christ and 
shall come forth! And the “resur- 
rection of damnation” must be 
resurrection to a physical place 
because it is for physical bodies 
which will have come out of the 
grave. That resurrection of the 
bodies of the unsaved dead is pic- 
tured in Revelation 20:12-13, 
where we learn that the sea will 
deliver up the dead which are in 
it, and death and Hell will deliver 
up the dead which are in them 
to face the last judgment and then 
be cast into the lake of fire. 
Obviously, physical bodies demand 


a physical habitation. Since there. 


are resurrected bodies, literal, 
physical bodies, to be in Hell, 
then Hell is a physical place. 


Not only does the Bible express- 
ly tell about the resurrection of 
the bodies of the unsaved people, 
but Matthew 10:28 says: “But 
rather fear him which is able to 
destroy both soul and body in 
hell.” Bodies will go to Hell! We 
are told three times in the Bible, 
that every knee shall bow to God 
and every tongue shall confess 
(Isa, 45:23, Rom. 14:11, and Phil. 
2:10, 11). And that is referring to 


the unsaved after they are dead; 
so the bodies of the unsaved dead. 
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that they may confess to Him, 
Third, the fact that Heaven 


for you.” And if Heaven is a real, 
physical place with streets, walls, 


gates, trees, fruit, a river, man- 


sions, and a throne, then Hell also 
must certainly be a real, literal, 
physical place. 


Now, if Hell is a literal, physi- 


cal place, it has a temperature. 
Temperature is a property of mat- 
ter. Every physical body has some 
temperature, Every stick, every 


stone, every bit of earth and water 
and air in the universe has some 


temperature. So Hell, being a 
physical place, has a temperature, 
It is either cold or hot or moder- 


ate. Do you think the tempera- 


ture there is seventy degrees? 


Hell was particularly designed for 
the happiness and perfect health 
and enjoyment of the Christ-re- 
jecting: sinners who go there? Do 
you not think that if Hell is a 
place of punishment, the tempera- 
ture might well be a part of that 
punishment? Well, Hell is a physi- 
cal place and has some tempera- 
ture, and the Bible says it is hot. 
The Bible calls it a “lake of fire, 
burning with brimestone.” The 
Saviour spoke of “hell-fire.” He 
said it is a place “where the fire 
is not quenched.” Since there must 
be some temperature in Hell, why 
not believe what the Bible says 
instead of guessing something 
else? 


II. Many Bible Types of Hell 
Show Punishment by Fire 

The Bible is exquisitely accurate 
in all its types of pictures, and 
recurring again and again in the 
Bible are stories of how God pun- 
ished people with fire for their 
sins. Fire is a proper symbol of 
the wrath of God and is so used 
throughout the Bible. What more 
fitting then that Hell should be 
a lake.of fire and that there 
should be flames of torment there? 

Here are some striking ex- 
amples of where God’s judgment 
on sin came by fire. 

1. In Genesis 19:24 we read 
that “Then the Lord rained upon 
Sodom and upon Gomorrah brim- 
stone and fire from the Lord out 
of heaven.” And we are told that 
Abraham “looked toward Sodom 
and Gomorrah, and toward all the 
land of the plain, and beheld, and, 
lo, the smoke of the country went 
up as the smoke of a furnace” 
(Gen. 19:28). How like the Bible 
description of Hell that is! There 
was fire, there was brimstone; 
and Revelation 21:8 says that 
Hell is “the lake which burneth 
with fire and brimstone,” while 
Revelation 14:10 says that the lost 
“shall be tormented with fire and 
brimstone”; and the following 
verse, Revelation 14:11 says, “‘And 
the smoke of their torment as- 
cendeth up for ever and ever.” 
Sodom was destroyed with fire 
and brimstone, and the smoke 
went up like that of a furnace. 
Was not that meant as a type of 
Hell? Was not God’s wrath poured 
out literally, physically, on those 
wicked men of Sodom as it will 
be poured out on the lost in Hell? 
And we know that it was literal, 
physical fire that destroyed Sodom 
and Gomorrah. An archeological 
expedition, led by Dr, Melvin 
Grove Kyle, discovered evidences 


burned rocks around the Dead 
Sea which covers the ruins of 
ancient Sodom. 

In fact, God plainly tells us, in

Aaron, sinned by -using strange 
fire on the altar. God had given 
heavenly fire on the altar to burn 
the sacrifice which Aaron had 
offered, but in unbelief they took, 
We suppose, fire from the ordi- 
nary camp fire in their censers, 
“and put incense thereon, and 
offered strange fire before the 
Lord, which he commanded them 
not. And there went out fire from 
the Lord, and devoured them, and 
they died before the Lord” (Lev. 
10:1, 2). Here again the wrath of 
God is shown and His punishment 
for sin is by fire on physical bodies, 

3. God’s punishment on the 
rebels of the whole nation of 
Israel was by fire also. In Num- 
bers 11:1, 2 we read, “And when 
the people complained, it displeas- 
ed the Lord: and the Lord heard 
it; and his anger was kindled; and 
the fire of the Lord burnt among 
them, and consumed them that 
were in the uttermost parts of the 
camp. And the people cried unto 
Moses; and when Moses prayed 
unto the Lord, the fire was 
quenched.” Again God’s judgment 
on sin was by fire, physical fire 
on literal people. Do you believe 
that fire was literal fire? Then 
why not believe the fire in Hell is 
literal fire too? 


4. Achan, who brought a curse 
on Israel when they came to the 
battle of Ai, was stoned and then 
burned with fire as punishment. 
Joshua 7:25 says, “And Joshua 
said, Why hast thou troubled us? 
the Lord shall trouble thee this 
day. And all Israel stoned him 
with stones, and burned them 
with fire, after they had stoned 
them with stones.” Remember that 


this was a public punishment for a 
most serious sin, a warning to 
the whole nation; and. here God 
expressed His wrath with fire on 
the sinners involved, physical fire 
on the physical sinners. Though 
Moses and the people did it, it 
was following the express com- 
mandment of God, who in verse 
15 had said “And it shall be, that 
he that is taken with the accursed 
thing shall be burnt with fire, he 
and all that he hath: because he 
hath transgressed the covenant of 
the Lord, and because he hath 
wrought folly in Israel.” So the 
fire was expressly commanded and 
intended to be more significant 
than the stoning. It here pictures 
God’s judgment on the physical 
bodies of sinners. 

5. In II Kings 1:10-12, Elijah 
asked that God should let fire 
come down from Heaven and con- 
sume the two groups of fifty 
soldiers with the captain in each. 
“And there came down fire from 
heaven, and consumed him and 
his fifty.” And the second time the 
same thing happened. It was 
obviously the physical manifesta- 
tion of the wrath of God on wick- 
ed, presumptuous, Godless men. 

6. In Revelation chapters 8 and 
9, six trumpets are said to sound 
as signals of great woes and af- 
flictions that will come to wicked 
people on the earth during the 
tribulation. Those curses include 
water turned to btood; the star, 
wormwood, which is to fall from 
Heaven poisoning the waters of 
the earth, the smiting of the sun 
to bring darkness, the armies of 
sinful men to be devil possessed, 
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Sometimes people think of 
Bob Jones University just as a 
preachers’ school or missionary 
school, Well, it is no more a 
preachers’ school or missionary 
school than it is a_ teachers’ 
school or business school or 
some other kind of school.

Literal, Physical Fire in Hell?

and men to be tormented with the 
sting of these hellish locusts, but 
not able to die—these are some 
of the terrible plagues. All of 
them represent the punisment and 
judgment of sin, but fire is promi- 
nent throughout the chapter. In 
chapter 9, verse 18 we are told, 
“By these three was the third 
part of men killed, by the fire, 
and by the smoke, and by the 
brimstone, which issued -out of 
their mouths,” that is, out of the 
mouths of horses from Hell. This 
is clearly a judgment of God upon 
the physical bodies of men and 
must be symbolic of the judg- 
ment of God upon physical people 
in Hell. It indicates that there is 
literal fire and brimstone and 
smoke in Hell! 

7. In Revelation 18 we have the 
story of the mighty city, Babylon, 
the seat of the antichrist, and 
how the city shall be destroyed by 
fire from God. Verse 8 Says 
“Therefore shall her plagues come 
in one day, death, and mourning, 
and famine; and she shall be 
utterly burned with fire: for 
strong is the Lord God who judg- 
eth her.” And succeeding verses 
tell how the kings of the earth 
and the merchants will “lament 
for her, when they shall see the 
smoke of her burning.” But all 
heaven and the holy apostles and 
prophets will rejoice over her, 
“for God hath avenged you on 
her” (verse 20). That is expressly 
said to be the judgment of God 
on that physical city, wicked 
Babylon. And does it not then 
picture the torments of Hell 
where God will judge the wicked 
sinners in physical bodies for their 
sin? 

8. In fact, the valley of Hin- 
nom, that horrible place outside 
Jerusalem where dead bodies were 
burned, a place of decaying offal 
and worms, and of a fire never 
put out, is used as a type of Hell. 
And in the New Testament the 
word Hinnom becomes Gehenna, 
one of the Greek words used for 
Hell; and Jesus, with that picture 
in mind, warns people that Hell is 
a place where “the worm dieth 
not and the fire is not quenched” 
(Mark 9:43-49).. That place of 
stinking offal, of maggots, of 
never-extinguished fire and smoke, 
reminded Jesus of Hell! Does not 
that indicate what Hell, the physi- 
cal place for the confinement of 
wicked sinners with physical bod- 
ies, is like? 

I maintain that all these ex- 
amples, plus many more warn- 
ings that God is like a consuming 
fire, and that His wrath will burn 
with fury, show that God’s judg- 
ment on sinners’ physical bodies in 
Hell will include literal fire. 


Itt. The Burnt Offerings and 
All Animal Sacrifices of the 
Old Testament Pictured the 

Wrath of God Upon Sin 


We know that the sacrifices of 
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the Old Testament all pictured 
Jesus. The lamb pictured Christ, 
the Lamb of God, the innocent 
One who would take away the 
sins of the world, paying for them 
with His blood. The young bullock 
represented Christ the burden- 
bearing Saviour. The scape-goat 
represented Christ who takes our 
blame and carries away our sins. 
The mourning turtle-dove must 
picture Christ as the Man of sor- 
rows and acquainted with grief. 
And the pure white pigeon must 
have pictured Christ the innocent 
One, pure and stainless, who came 
to save us poor wicked sinners. 
The passover lamb represented 
Christ also. 

Two things stand out in our 
minds as we read God’s Word 
telling about the sacrifices: the 
blood and the fire! The blood of 
every sacrifice was shed, showing 
how Christ would pour out His 
soul for sin and pay our debt by 
His death on the cross. But the 
fire must have pictured the wrath 
of God which Jesus bore for us. 
Jesus died as I ought to have 
died. He suffered the punishment 
of the damned. Jesus suffered the 
torments of Hell. We will not 
now.argue.about whether Jesus 
literally went to Hell or not. I 
think that when He said, “It is 
finished,” the atonement was fin- 
ished, that He went that day to 
Paradise with the dying thief, and 
that the Heavenly Father received 
His spirit. But certain it is that 
when Jesus suffered not only 
physical death for us, in some 
sense He suffered spiritual death, 
too. God turned His face away 
from His own Son for our sakes. 
And back of the bloody sweat of 
the garden, back of the thirst on 
the cross, back of the scourging, 
the spitting, the crown of thorns, 
and the nails and the spear is the 
horrible fact that Christ was made 
sin for us and suffered a sinner’s 
punishment. The infinite Christ, 
without any limit to His capacity 
for suffering, could have, in a mo- 
ment, suffered the tortures of the 
damned for eternity in Hell. And 
when Christ ‘tasted death” for 
every man, then we may be sure 
He tasted the second death, too, 
the tortures of Hell. 


There is no way for a finite,. 


limited mind to understand all of 
the wrath of God and the suffer- 
ings of our Saviour, But with 
meticulous care throughout the 
Whole Old Testament, the burn- 
ing of sacrifices and offerings is 
discussed so that we might get 
some idea of what it really 
meant for Jesus to go to the 
cross. All of the law, all the 
ceremonies, all the Old Testa- 
ment teachings were simply ‘a 
schoolmaster to bring us. to 
Christ,” and they pictured how he 
took the place of a sinner, and 
bore the sinner’s judgment. 

How strange, how striking, is 
the thought, then, that all these 
sacrifices required fire! 

Leviticus 1:3-9 describes the 
offering of the bullock for a burnt 
offering. In verse 9 it says: “And 
the priest shall burn all on the 
altar, to be a burnt-sacrifice, an 
offering made by fire, of a sweet 
savour unto the Lord.” And the 
following verses tell how the 
sheep or goat which is brought 
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prayers. 


for a_ sacrifice should also be 
burnt upon the altar, or how 
the turtle doves and young pigeons 
should be burnt upon the altar. 

Leviticus chapter 2 tells how a 
meat offering of fine flour may be 
brought. “And the priest shall 
burn the memorial of it upon the 
altar.” Or how “an oblation of a 
meat-offering baken in the oven” 
is to be offered. Or of a “meat- 
offering baken in the frying pan.” 
And how “the priest shall take 
from them meat-offering a me- 
morial thereof, and shall burn it 
upon the altar: it is an offering 
made by fire, of a sweet savor unto 
the Lord.” The same chapter tells 
how the first fruits of green ears 
of corn, dried by the fire, shall be 
offered with frankincense, and 
how “the priest shall burn the 
memorial of it, part of the beaten 
corn thereof, and part of the oil 
thereof, with all the frankincense 
thereof: it is an offering made 
by fire unto the Lord.” 


Then in the book of Leviticus 
and elsewhere further instructions 
are given about sweet-savour of- 
ferings, peace offerings, sin of- 
ferings, and» how parts of these 
must always be burned, or all of 
them. Wherever God’s judgment 
on sin is pictured, there must be 
fire! 

In Exodus 12 we are told about 
the offering of the passover lamb 
down in Egypt and how that offer- 
ing was to be repeated, a lamb 
for a family, on the same day 
every year. The lamb :pictured 
Christ; but after the blood was 
put upon the two side-posts and 
on the upper door post of the 
houses, then theatamb was to be 
roasted whole with fire. In Ex- 
odus 12:9 God says: “Eat not of 
it raw, nor sodden (boiled) at all 
with water, but roast with fire; 
his head with his legs, and with 
the purtenance thereof.” The lamb 
was to be cooked without a drop 
of water; and what can that 
mean but that there is no water 
in Hell, just as there was no 
alleviation of the sufferings of 
Christ for sinners? 


Do you think that there is 
any significance at all to this 
divinely inspired provision of sac- 
rifices being burned with fire? Do 
these animals offered in sacrifice 
picture Christ our Saviour? Does 
the blood there spilt in such a 
river down through the centuries 
picture the blood of our Saviour, 
God’s Lamb, who would take away 
the sins of the world? Of course 
you believe that that is true. Then 
does not the fire represent the 
wrath of God on sinners, the judg- 
ment of God, the physical punish- 
ment even of God’s wrath upon 
sinners in Hell? If it does not 
mean that, then what else could 
it mean? Surely Hell must be a 
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IV. The Bible Expressly States 
Many Times that Hell Is 
a Place of Real Fire 


I have deliberately left the 
plain positive statements in the 
Bible, that there is fire in Hell, 
unto the last; but they are so 
plain, so often repeated, so un- 
ambiguous, that if there were 
never a sacrifice, never a type in 
the whole Bible about Hell, these 
plain statements would settle the 
matter forever for Bible believers 
whose attention is prayerfully di- 
rected to them. 

1, First, there is the plain state- 
ment reported by the Lord Jesus 
of the rich man in Hell, who 
“cried and said, Father Abraham, 
have mercy on me, and send Laza- 
rus, that he may dip the tip of 
his finger in water, and cool my 
tongue; for I am tormented in 
this flame.” The rich man in Hell 
said there was real fire there and 
that he was tormented in _ the 
flames. His witness, surely, since 
it is authenticated by the Lord 
Jesus Himself, ought to be re- 
ceive in any court in the land. 
He knew! 

2. Jesus, in Matthew 5:22 said 
“But whosoever shall say, Thou 
fool, shall be in danger of hell 
fire.’ Here is a plain word of 
Jesus that fire is a condition in 
Hell! . 

3. Jesus, in Matthew 13:24-30, 
tells of the tares which an enemy 
sowed in a good man’s field, and 
at the harvest time the tares were 
gathered and burned. Jesus was 
asked to explain and interpret the 
parable, and He did. In Matthew 
13:40-42 He said, “As therefore 
the tares are gathered and burn- 
ed in the fire; so shall it be in the 
end of this world. The Son of 
man. shall send forth his angels, 
and they shall gather out of his 
kingdom all things that offend, 
and them which do iniquity; and 
shall cast them into a furnace of 
fire: there shall be wailing and 
gnashing of teeth.” Nothing can 
be plainer than this statement of 
Jesus Christ that the Son of man, 
(Christ Himself) shall send forth 
His angels, and that these angels 
will cast the wicked “into a fur- 
nace of fire.” 

Jesus could have said the wick- 
ed would be cast into a place of 
tormenting conscience, but that is 
not what -he said. He could have 
said it was a place of sorrow of 
which fire might be a symbol, but 
He did not. Then why not be- 
lieve what He did say, that Hell 
is “a furnace of fire’? 

4. In the same thirteenth chap- 
ter of Matthew Jesus told the 
story of a net cast into the sea, 
gathering of every kind of fish, 
and how the fishermen, when it 
was full, drew the net to shore 
and sat down and gathered the 
good into vessels but cast the bad 
fish away. And then Jesus inter- 
preted His meaning in_ these 
words given in Matthew 13:49, 50, 
“So shall it be at the:end of the 
world: the angels shall come 
forth, and sever the wicked from 
among the just, and shall cast 
them into the furnace of fire: 


there shall be wailing and gnash-

ing of teeth.” Again Jesus repeats 
the same statement, that at the 
end of the world (the consuma- 
tion of this age), the angels shall 
come forth, take the wicked from 
among the just “shall cast them 
into the furnace of fire.” And 
what is ‘“‘the furnace of fire” but 
Hell itself? 


>». In Matthew 25 Jesus tells of 
the judgment of the people who 
will be left alive after the battle 
of Armageddon when Jesus comes 
to sit on His throne. In verse 41, 
“Then shall he say also unto them 
on the left hand, Depart from me 
ye .cursed, into everlasting fire, 
prepared for the devil and his an- 
gels.”” And where is that everlast- 
ing fire, prepared for the devil and 
his angels? Obviously, it is Hell. 
Hell is a place of everlasting fire. 

6. In Mark 9:43-49 Jesus gives 
a solemn warning of Hell, in these 
words: “And if thy hand offend 
thee, cut it off: it is better for 
thee to enter into life mamed, than 
having two hands to go into hell, 
into the fire that never shall be 
quenched: where their worm dieth 
not, and the fire is not quenched. 
And if thy foot offend thee, cut 
it off: it is better for thee to enter 
halt into life, than having two feet 
to be cast into hell, into the fire 
that never shall be quenched: 
where their worm dieth not, and 
the fire is not quenched. And if 
thine eye offend thee, pluck it out: 
it is better for thee to enter into 
the kingdom of God with one eye, 
than having two eyes to be cast 
into hell fire: where their worm 
dieth not, and the fire is not 
quenched. For every one shall be 
salted with fire, and every sacri- 
fice shall be salted with salt.” 

Seven times in that brief passage 
Jesus mentioned fire. And He ex- 
pressly says that people with 
hands and feet will go into- Hell, 
people with eyes will go into Hell, 
and three separate times He says 
that we had better go into Heaven 
with one foot, or one hand, or one 
eye, than to go into Hell having 
two hands or feet or eyes, “where 
the worm dieth not, and the fire is 
not quenched.” 

Nothing could be more explicit 
than this plain, sober statement of 
Jesus Christ that Hell is a place of 
fire. Do you believe what He said? 

7. Paul, by divine inspiraton, in 
II Thessalonians tells us Christ 
will return to the earth, “In flam- 
ing fire taking vengeance on them 
that know not God, and that obey 
not the gospel of our Lord Jesus 
Christ; who shall be punished with 
everlasting destruction frem the 
presence of the Lord, and from the 
glory of His power.’ Do you be- 
lieve the vengeance of the Lord 
Jesus Christ is to be with “flam- 
ing fire’? Well, is that not exact- 
ly what He has promised? 

8. Revelation 14:10, 11 tells of 
the horrible fate that awaits all 
those who will serve the anti- 
christ; they will be cast into Hell, 
a place burning with fire and brim- 
stone, and be tormented forever. 
Read the solemn words there 
given: 

“The same shall drink .of the

In this Scripture the Holy Spirit 
selects three wild and _ ferocious 
beasts and declares that the day 
shall come when they will be led 
about by a small child. Not only 
so, but the wolf will dwell with 
the lamb, the leopard with the 
kid, the young lion and the fatling 
together. The cow and the bear 
will feed together, and their young 
ones shall sleep together. The nat- 
ure of a lion will be changed so 
that he shall eat straw like the 
OX, 

And then, think of it, even a 
baby will be able to play with 
poisonous serpents, and there will 
be no danger of harm. 

Isaiah 65:25 repeats this prom- 
ise: ‘‘The wolf and the lamb shall 
feed together, and the lion shall 
eat straw like the bullock: and 
dust shall be the serpent’s meat. 
They shall not hurt nor destroy 
in all my holy mountain, saith the 
Lord.” 

When the nature of wild beasts 
is changed, it will certainly be as 
it was in the Garden of Eden. You 
will remember that everything 
was brought before Adam to see 
what he would call them. There is 
no indication that any animals 
were enemies of man. There is an 
indication that their natures were 
changed when the curse was put 
upon the earth because of sin. The 
Lord God said unto the serpent, 
“Because thou hast done this, thou 
art cursed above all cattle, and 
above every beast of the field, 
upon thy belly shalt thou go, and 
the dust shalt thou eat all the 
days of thy life’ (Gen. 3:14). The 
Scriptures say that the serpent 
was cursed above all cattle. We 
can only interpret this to mean 
that all cattle and beasts were 
cursed because of man’s sin, but 
the serpent was cursed more. 

When the Lord Jesus comes, 
animal nature will be changed to 
a peaceful state. What a_ glorious 


- day that will be! 


Ill. War Will Be at an End 

One of the chief characteristics 
of this present age is war, and 
along with war, famines, pesti- 
lences, and earthquakes. 

“And ye shall hear of wars and 
rumours of wars: see that ye be 
not troubled: for all these things 
must come to pass, but the.end is 
not yet. For nation shall (rise 
against, nation; “and kingdom 
against kindgém: and there shall 
be famines, and pestilences, and 

tthquakes, in divers places. All 
sor- 


rows.”—Matt. 24:6-8. 

Peace conferences may be held. 
Many good-sounding resolutions 
may be passed, but war will never 
cease until the Prince of Peace 
shall come. The United Nations, 
the alliances of nations, can never 
stop war. Jesus said that war, 
is a Characteristic of the age, and 
so it will remain until He comes 
again. 

In Micah 4:3, 4 we have a 
prophecy of that day to come 
when wars and atom bombs will 
be no more. 

“And he shall judge among 
many people, and rebuke strong 
nations afar off; and they shall 
beat swords into plowshares, and 
their spears into pruning hooks: 
nation shall not lift up a sword 
against nation, neither shall they 
learn war any more. But they shall 
sit every man under his vine and 
under his fig tree; and none shall

V. The Curse on the Earth

When Adam and Eve’ sinned, 
they brought not only a curse up- 
on the cattle and the beasts of the 
field, but also upon the ground it-

God said unto Adam, “Because 
thou hast hearkened unto the 
voice of thy wife, and hast eaten 
of the tree, of which I commanded 
thee, saying, Thou shalt not eat of 
it; cursed is the ground for thy 
sake; in sorrow shalt thou eat of 
it all the days of thy life. Thorns 
also and thistles shall it bring 
forth to thee; and thou shalt eat 
the herb of the field; In the 
sweat of thy face shall thou eat 
bread, till thou return unto the 
ground; for out of it wast thou 
taken; for dust thou art, and un- 
to dust shalt thou return.’’—Gen. 
3:17-19. 

The -entire earth is under a 
curse. Man is able to gain for him- 
self bread only by the sweat of 
his brow. 

The extent of this curse upon 
the earth is illustrated by the land 
of Palestine. In the Book of Num- 
bers we are told that it was once 
a land flowing with milk and 
honey. When the spies were sent 
out to view the land, they came 
back carrying a bunch of grapes 
so large that it took two men to 
carry it between them. Palestine 
was once a rich and happy place, 
but sin brought a curse upon it. 
The trees disappeared. The _ soil 
washed away, and the land became 
as a desert. 

The curse Will be removed from 
Palestine, and we believe from 
much of the earth. 

“The wilderness and the solitary 
place shall be glad for them: and 
the desert shall rejoice, and 
blossom as the rose. It shall blos- 
som abundantly, and rejoice even 
with joy and singing; the glory of 
Lebanon shall be given unto it, the 
excellency of Carmel and Sharon, 
they shall see the glory of the 
Lord, and the excellency of our 
God. Strengthen ye the weak 
hands, and confirm the feeble 
knees. Say to them that are of a 
fearful heart, Be strong, fear not:

Then the eyes of the blind shall 
be opened, and the ears of the 
deaf shall be unstopped. Then shall 
the lame man leap as an hart, and 
the tongue of the dumb sing; for 
in the wilderness shall waters 
break out, and streams _ in 
the desert. and the parched 
ground shall become a_ pool, 
and the thirsty land _ springs 
of water: in the habitation 
of dragons, where each lay, shall 
‘be grass with reeds and rushes. 
And an highway shall be there, and

They knew 
that Christ was going to reign up- 
on a throne, but they did not know 
the time. James and John said to 
Him, “Grant unto us that the one 
shall sit on thy right hand and the 
other on thy left in thy kingdom.” 

The disciples were looking for 
the kingdom when they said, 
“Lord, wilt thou at this time re- 
store again the kingdom of Isra- 
el?”

with their records will be opened 
and every one will be judged ac- 
cording to their works. And then 
all will be sent to Hell to suffer 
proportionately according to their 
deeds. Verses 14 and 15 of this 
twentieth chapter of Revelation 
read: 

“And death and hell were cast 
into the lake of fire. This is the 
second death. And whosoever was 
not found written in the book of 
life was cast into the lake of fire.” 


This is a punishment for people 
with resurrected bodies. And with 
physical bodies these people will 
be cast into the lake of fire. If 
the resurrection is literal, then 
Hell is literal. If the bodies are 
physical bodies, then Hell is a phy- 
sical Hell. If the judgment is lit- 
eral, then why should not the fire 
and brimstone be literal? Hell. is 
a lake of fire! 

10. Revelation 21:8 again tells 
us that Hell is a lake of fire burn- 
ing with brimstone. It says, “But 
the fearful, and unbelieving, and 
the abominable, and murderers, 
and whoremongers, and sorcerers, 
and idolaters, and all liars, shall 
have their part in the lake which 
burneth with fire and brimstone: 
which is the second death.” This 
second death means to have a part 
in “the Jake which burneth with 
fire and brimstone.”’ 

What can we say to all these 
Scriptures and many cthers, but 
that Jesus obviously intended for 
us to believe that Hell is a place 
of literal fire and brimstone of 
physical torment for the uncon- 
verted who would not repent! 


It is to be noted in the above 
Scriptures that Hell is said to have 
fire in it now, when only the lost 
souls of men and women are there 
without their bodies. The rich man 
“was buried; and in Hell he lift up 
his eyes, being in torments,’’ and 
he said, “I am tormented in this 
flame” (Luke 16:22-24). Although 
his body was in the grave, he had 
in Hell 
and was tormented in the flame. 


His tongue was in the grave, but 
he felt all the horrors of a tongue 
parched with thirst. Even lost 
souls in Hell today are tormented 
in flames though their bodies have 
not been resurrected and judged 
and sent to Hell. 

Likewise in Matthew 25:41, we 
are told that Jesus, when He comes 
to reign on earth at the beginning 
of the thousand years and long be- 
fore the resurrection of the bodies 
of the unsaved dead at the close 
of the thousand years, as told in 
Revelation 20:11-15, will say to 
the unsaved, “Depart from me, ye 
cursed, into everlasting fire, pre- 
pared for the devil and his angels.” 
So, there is a present Hell where 
there are only spirits and not bo- 
dies. And this is a Hell of “ever- 
lasting fire, prepared for the devil 
and his angels.” 

And then later, after the bodies 
of the unsaved will be brought out 
of the grave and out of the sea, 
after the last judgment is done, 
the poor lost sinners will depart, 
soul and body, into the “lake of 
fire,’ which burns with brimstone. 
Hell is a place of everlasting fire. 


V. Accompanying Features in 
the Bible Description of Hell 
Indicate That the Fire Is 
Literal Fire 

The Bible’s: accounts and descrip- 
tions of Hell are very literal, and 
the features which accompany 
these descriptions are features 
which seem surely to be literal. 

1. For instance, the rich man in 
Hell prayed, “Father Abraham, 
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As Jesus Passed 
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A Bright Personal Chance 
To Be Saved 

Jesus was there. Oh, the con- 
trast! What a difference for all 
eternity! 

There are business men who for 
a lifetime have reproached them- 
selves for not having seized an 
opportunity that came ... and 
went forever. I read of a man and 
wife who were offered as a pros- 
pective location for their home a 
certain half-acre called “Sunset 
Hill” in California. They pondered 
the matter, and finally went else- 
where. Later oil was found under 
Sunset Hill that produced a fabu- 
lous fortune for the owner. What 
must have been the after thoughts 
of that man and wife who did not 
know in time the value of the of- 
fer that would have made them 
rich? 

Listen, friend, all the black gold 
that ever gushed from the oil 
wells of earth has no value com- 
pared with one dear smile from 
the face of my Lord. You talk of 
riches! What will it be to spend 
eternity in His presence? 

The world is full of Esaus who 
for a mess of the Devil’s pottage 
sell their heavenly inheritance. 
What a pity! God has a rich gift 
for you. He has kept it for you 
all these years. He has pledged it 
to you and signed the promise in 
the blood of His Son. And Jesus 
is present just now. Will you 
throw yourself at His feet and 
claim the riches of salvation God 
offers you? 

“Once to every man and nation 

Comes the moment to decide, 


, 


In the fight twixt good and evil, 
For the just and better side,” 
Is it not notable that all the 

folks of my texts 


Wanted To Be Saved 

They all heard, “Behold, now 
is the accepted time; behold, now 
is the day of salvation” (II Cor. 
6:2) But to Matthew’s heart 
God’s word struck home and found 
its echo, God said, “Now.” Matt- 
hew’s heart said “No.” Jesus said 
to Matthew: “Follow me, and he 
arose and followed him.” 


The other folks said, “Not now, 
later.” They used the Devil’s 
word. If the Devil can sell you 
on that word “tomorrow,” he will 
keep you sleeping till you wake up 
in Hell. That was the poisonous 
sleeping powder that cost the Ro- 


man governor Felix his soul. Felix 


let the Apostle Paul preach to 
him. The Bible even says, “He 
sent for Paul, and heard him con- 
cerning the faith in Christ Jesus.” 
But oh, how Felix’s tongue got 
dry, and his guilty heart burned, 
as Paul bore down on “righteous- 
ness, temperance, and judgment to 
come.” Felix was. terrified. In- 
stead of coming to grips with the 
Christ of God, he stepped side- 
wise in his guilt and shame “And 
Jesus passed by.” And the night 
stars of Hell sang with fiendish 
glee as Felix was sealed for doom. 


Yes, everyone wants to be saved, 
sometime. All the folks of our 
texts wanted to be saved. When 
the cold waters of eternity were 
lapping at their feet, then, too 
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late, they all got excited about 
their souls. How many who read 
this are within a heartbeat of Hell, 
kept contented by the Devil’s 


sleeping powder?

Just before leaving for Men- 
doza, away West across Ar- 
gentina, We printed 32,000 cop- 
ies of La Voz, our soul-winning 
paper, In Mendoza I received 
word from my helper in Buenos 
Aires, that the 32,000 copies 
had all gone out, with requests 
for 3,000 additional copies at 
hand. Including my wonderful 
wife, We are now a staff of five 
giving our utmost to this work. 
My days in Mendoza were full 
of blessing, full of joy, some 
souls saved, the only sadness 
that caused by people who 
would not have our lovely Lord 
to reign over them. During the 
ten days I spoke in churches 
of the Free Brethren, the 
Methodists, the Baptists and 
the Pentecostals. 

Everywhere, everywhere we 
see such opportunities for 
preaching Christ that our 
hearts fairly break, and our 
bodies almost, with longing to 
be able to meet great unmet 
needs. Following is part of one 
of the letters that to us are 
spiritual whips that will not 
let us rest nor take the easy 
way. The writer lives far to 
the North, and is known to us 
only by his letters.

But the fact all-glorious to me 
is that although we live far 
out here in the gateway to

(Continued i page 5) 
have mercy on me, and ser.d Laz- 
arus, that he may dip the tip of 
his finger in water, and cool my 
tongue: for I am tormented in this 
flame” (Luke 16:24). If the fire 
in Hell were literal fire, then a 
man would crave literal water to 
cool his parching tongue, and 
quench his horrible thirst. But if 
the fire in Hell is only memory, or 
remorse of conscience, then what 
good would a drop of water do? 
And he wanted water “to cool my 
tongue.” Now his tongue was not 
in Hell, to be sure, but all the phy- 
sical senses of his body were in 
Hell. The feeling of his tongue 
was in Hell. The man saw, he 
heard, he felt, he thirsted, he cried, 
he prayed, he ‘remembered! All his 
physical senses were in Hell. And 
it was a physical sense of torment 
that he wanted alleviated, not a 
sense of moral guilt. The man was 
suffering physical pain and wanted 
physical water to cool his physi- 
cal sense of heat and thirst as he 
was tormented in flames. Every- 
thing about the statement indi- 
cates physical torment in literal 
fire. 

2. Jesus said, in Matthew 13:42 
.that the angels shall take the 
wicked, the unsaved, “‘And shall 
cast them into a furnace of fire: 
there shall be wailing and gnash- 
ing of teeth.” The same statement, 
except that it is “the furnace of 
fire,” is made by the Saviour in 
verse 50. Now if we believe there is 
a literal furnace of fire into which 
the unsaved shall be cast, it is sim- 
ple to understand that the tor- 
mented ones will literally wail and 
will grit their teeth in physical 
anguish. But if the suffering is on- 
ly mental, if the fire is not literal, 
then they would not grit their 
teeth. At hundreds of funerals I 
have seen people weep, but never 
saw them grit their teeth. But I 
have seen people gnash their teeth 
in pain, physical pain, with broken 
bones, with torn ligaments, with 
burns. This is a picture of physi- 
cal pain in Hell, not a picture of 
a guilty conscience only. 

3. Not only is there fire in Hell, 
as discussed in the Bible, but there 
is brimstone. If the fire in Hell 
were literal fire, like that which 
destroyed Sodom and Gomorrah, 
then we should not be surprised 
if there were literal brimstone 
(sulphur) like that which fell on 
Sodom and Gomorrah with the fire. 
(And the surrounding country still 
bears evidence to. the fire and 
brimstone, which destroyed Sodom 
and Gomorrah.) But if we argue 
that the fire in Hell is only figura- 
tive, then what is the brimstone? 
The people who argue that the fire 
in Hell means remorse of con- 
science never say what the brim- 
stone means. Obviously, the brim- 
stone is meant to be literal brim- 
stone, and hence the fire must be 
literal fire. 

4. Again and again in the Bible, 
the smoke of Hell is mentioned. 
Abraham saw the smoke of the 
destruction of Sodom and Gomor- 
rah going up like the smoke of a 
furnace. And we are told that poor 
lost sinners in Hell will be tor- 
mented with fire and brimstone, 
and that ‘“‘the smoke of their tor- 
ment ascendeth up for ever and 
ever.” A literal, physical fire has 
smoke. But what kind of smoke 
does figurative fire have? If the 
fire only pictured memory, 6r con- 
science, then what would the 
smoke figure? The smoke of Hell 
is meaningless unless there is lit- 
eral fire there. 


VI. Conclusion 

And my closing word is this. God 
says in Jude 23, “And others save 
with fear, pulling them out of the 
fire; hating even the garment spot- 
ted by the flesh.” Beloved, if you 
get somebody saved, you are keep- 
ing them out of the fires of Hell! 
I think I know why Paul went 
about weeping, “night and day 
with tears” (Acts 20:31) when he 
so believed in a literal Hell of 
eternal fire and torment! I beg 
of you who read this, become con- 
sumed with a passion to save peo- 
ple from Hell! We may be funda- 
mental in our heads, but most of 
us are partly infidels in our hearts 
for we have no real conception of 
the wickedness of sin, and we have 
no real conception of the mar- 
vel of God’s love and His infi- 
nite grace expressed at Calvary! 
Most of us have no sense of the 
awfulness of sin and the cer- 
tain, horrible doom of Christ-re- 


jecting™ sinners! 

Oh, brother, let us win souls 
while we may to keep them from 
the lake of fire, that awful place 
burning with brimstone, prepared 
for the devil and his angels!

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GOD SAYS WOMAN TO OBEY, 


BE SUBJECT TO 


HER HUSBAND 


By Editor John R. Rice 
(Seventh in a series of radio messages on the Home) 


The woman, the wife, is to be subject to her husband, to 
obey her husband, to reverence her husband. Those are all 


Bible terms. 


There are three scriptures I want us to read. The first is 
Genesis 3:16. When man had sinned and Adam and Eve were 


cast out of the Garden of Eden, God said to the woman: 


ats 


will greatly multiply thy sorrow and thy conception; in sor- 
row thou shalt bring forth children; and thy desire shall be 
to thy husband, and he shall rule over thee.” 


God intended that the husband 
should have rule over the wife. 

“But that is in the Old Testa- 
ment,” you say. But the God who 
wrote the Old Testament through 
the hands of divinely-inspired men 
wrote the New Testament also, 
and in it He said the same thing. 
We read in Ephesians 5:22-24: 

“Wives, submit yourselves unto 
your own husbands, as unto the 
Lord. For the husband is the head 
of the wife, even as Christ is the 
head of the church: and he is the 
saviour of the body.’ Therefore as 
the church is subject unto Christ, 
so let the wives be to their own 
husbands in every thing.” 

Notice that the scripture says, 
“Therefore as the church is sub- 
ject unto Christ, so let the wives 
be to their own husbands in every 
thing.” God intended that wives 
should be subject to their hus- 
bands. Then the Scripture con- 
tinues: 

“Husbands, love your wives, 
even as Christ gilso loved the 
church, and gave himself for it.” 

I want you to notice that every 
time this question comes up in the 
Bible, God gives a command to wo- 
men first, then to men. Why? Be- 
cause God wanted no alibis on this 
matter. God wants a woman to be 
subject to her husband. Husbands 
ought to do right, but fundamen- 
tally marriage is based upon a 
certain pattern that wives are to 
be subject to husbands. I mean di- 
vine marriage, I mean God’s plan 
in marriage is based upon this fun- 
damental thing. It is the same 
way when the question comes up 
of children and their parents. The 
Bible gives orders to parents, but 
not first. First it says, “Children, 
obey your parents,” and then, “Fa- 
thers, provoke not your children to 
wrath.” It is, “Servants, be obedi- 
ent to them that are your mas- 
ters,” then it is, “Masters, do the 
same things unto them, forbearing 
threatening: knowing that your 
Master also is in heaven.” I say, 
God always gives the command to 
the one under authority first, then 
to the one who is in authority. 

So God says here, “Wives, sub- 
mit yourselves unto your own hus- 
bands, as unto the Lord... . 
Therefore as the church is subject 
unto Christ, so let the wives be 
to their own husbands in every 
thing.” Then, ‘Husbands, love your 
Wives.” 


We read in Ephesians 5:33, 
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“Nevertheless let every one of you 
in particular so love his wife even 
as himself; and the wife see that 
she reverence her husband.” God 
says that a wife should reverence 
her husband. 

Sometimes I get letters which 
say, “Brother Rice, I do not think 
we should call a preacher “Rever- 
end.” Well, it doesn’t especially 
matter. I am from the south and 
am accustomed to people calling 
me “Brother” Rice. Sometimes 
people call me “Dr.” Rice, I have 
the degree, and that is all right, 
but I like the old southern term, 
“Brother.” But it isn’t strange that 
we should want to call a preacher 
“Reverend” because here even a 
wife is commanded to reverence 
her own husband. Ladies, that is 
God’s plan, not mine. : 

In Titus 2:4, 5 the question 
comes up again. There the scrip- 
ture exhorts aged women to “teach 
the young women to be sober, to 
love ‘their husbands, to love their 
children, To be discreet, chaste, 
keepers at home, good, obedient to 
their own husbands, that the word 
of God be not blasphem 

Yes, the older women are to 
teach the younger women to be 
obedient to their own husbands. 
Wives are to be obedient to hus- 
bands. 

Some woman may say, “I don‘t 
want to obey my husband.” Well, 
children do not want to obey 
their parents, servants do not want 
to obey their masters, workmen do 
not want to obey their bosses, and 


the rest of us do not want to obey} 


the laws of the land. We do not 
like always to keep the_ speed 
limit. We would rather have our 
own way. But Christian people are 
going to have to knuckle under 
and do what God has said. God’s 
plan is that Christians are to be 
subject to those in authority over 
them. So as we are to be subject 
to the laws of the land, as chil- 
dren are to be subject to their 
parents, as pupils are to be sub- 
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at 


ject to their teachers, so wives are 
to be subject to husbands. 

Some woman may feel, “But I 
am just as good as he is.” Well, I 
think I am as good as the mayor 


.|of my city, too, only I’m not may- 


or. I feel I am just as good as the 
policeman on the corner directing 
traffic, but I am not the police- 
man; he has the authority. It may 


be that I am as good as the gover- 


nor of my state. I think so. He 
may differ with me. But the point 
is, he is governor and I am not. 
So, then, the wife is to be sub- 
ject to her husband. That is God’s 
plan. 

Somebody says, “But, Brother 
Rice, my husband is not even a 
Christian. I have a husband who 
will not listen to the Bible. I have 
a husband who doesn’t love God 
first. What about that?” 

In I Peter the third chapter the 
Lord has. a word written exactly 
for you women who are married to 
unsaved husbands. In verses 1-6 
we read: 

“Likewise, ye wives, be in sub- 
jection. to your own husbands; 
that, if any obey not the word, 
they also may without the word 
be won by the conversation of the 
wives; While they behold your 
chaste conversation coupled with 
fear. Whose adorning let it not 
be that outward adorning of plait- 
ing the hair, and of wearing of 
gold, or of putting on of apparel; 
But let it be the hidden man of 
the heart, in that which is not 
corruptible, even the ornament of 
a meek and quiet spirit, which is 
in the sight of God of great price. 
For after this manner in the old 
time the holy women also, who 
trusted in God, adorned them- 
selves, being in subjection unto 
their own husbands: Even as Sara 
obeyed Abraham, calling him lord: 
whose daughters ye are, as long 
as ye do well, and are not afraid 
with any amazement.” 

Here the Bible says, ‘Be sub- 
ject to your husbands so that even 
if they do not obey the word they 
may be won by the conversation 
of the wives while they behold 
your chaste conversation coupled 
with fear or reverence or respect 
for them.’ Wives can win their 
husbands, not by rebellion, not by 
a proud and haughty spirit, or ar- 
rogant words. Wives can win their 
husbands by being subject to them. 

You may feel, “But I am _= so 
much better a Christian than my 
husband. Do you think, I ought 
to obey him if I am a better 
Christian?” Yes, if you are such a 
good Christian, then it will be easy 
for you to do right on this matter. 
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You just go ahead and do what 
The Bible says. If you are not 
a good enough Christian to do - 
what the Bible says a wife should 
do, I would not trust your Chris- 
tianity. It is no good—the kind of 
Christianity that is all in feeling 
and public testimony and putting 
on a show for the public, but 
doesn’t make you a good Christian 
at home; It is a fake, my sister, 
if that is all you have. If you can- 
not knuckle under and obey your 
father, or obey your husband, you 
are not a good Christian. This is 
the plain teaching of the Word of 
God. 

Perhaps you think I am _ old 
fashioned, but you good women lis- 
ten. You don’t win. by wearing 
pants, or bobbing your hair, or 
bobbing your character, Or cussing, 
or smoking cigarettes. You don’t 
win! You don’t win the respect of 
your husband. You don’t win the 
love of your children. You don’t 
make your marriage last. 

There are some women who feel 
that if they can keep themselves 
down in weight by dieting and by 
getting enough beauty treatments, 
and have their hair waved and set, 
and if they go to the beauty par- 
lor enough, maybe they can keep 
their husbands. But it takes more 
than that. If you want to grip 
your husband with hooks of steel 
and hold his love and devotion so 


that he will never want to leave 


you, do as Sarah did. “Sara obey- 
ed Abraham, calling him _ lord: 
whose daughters ye are, as long 
as ye.... are not afraid with any 
amazement.” God give us more 
wives like Sarah! 

“But that degrades me,” you 
may feel. Listen, in Christian life 
here is a lesson I wish you might

again. He wants to save you now. 
Will you believe?”’ 

But wonderful as this age is, it 
fvill soon be over. It will be cut 
off. Jesus said. “When once the 
master of the house is risen up, 
and hath shut to the door, and ye 


begin to stand without, and to 


knock at the door, saying, Lord, 
Lord, open unto us; and he shall 
answer and say unto you, I know 
you not whence ye are” (Luke 13: 
25). 

Oh, the unnoted, silent, fateful, 
eternal dividing that is taking 
place among the Sons of men! 
Every person who walks the dirt 
of earth is being put into one of 
two groups: saved or unsaved; 
sheep or goats; wheat or tares; 
good fish or bad fish. Those are 
names Jesus gave to the two 
groups. I cannot know by looking 
whether a man is saved or unsav- 
ed. I may have an opinion, but I 
cannot wade with any security in- 
to that deep sea. God’s eye alone 
can see and know if a man is sav- 
ed. Every man can know if he 
himself is saved, yet he cannot 
judge his neighbor. But God does 
see, and God does know, and 


everyone who reads these lines is | 


either saved or lost. I cannot tell 
God’s sheep from the goats. Nev- 
ertheless, “When the Son of man 
shall come in his glory, .. . he 
shall set the sheep on his right 
hand, but the goats on the left” 
(Matt. 25:31, 33). 

My glasses are not good enough 
to always distinguish tares from 
wheat. And Jesus has told me 
plainly that my job is not digging 
up tares, “lest while ye gather up 
the tares, ye root up also the 
wheat with them’ (Matt. 13:29). 
But Jesus knows which are tares 
and which are wheat, and says, “As 
therefore the tares are gathered 


and burned in the fire; so shall it 
be in the end of this world” (Matt. 
13:40). 

Before I got into the “man- 
catching” business for Jesus, I 
used to like fishing as well as any 
sport in this world. Yet I am not 
smart enough to discern the bad 
fish from the good ones among 
those the Gospel net brings in. 
But my Lord, at the end of the 
world, will see that the good fish 
are taken care of and the bad 
cast away (Matt. 13:48-50). 


Neighbors With Jesus — 
Yet Eternally Lost 

If our Lord’s teaching about 
“sheep and goats, wheat and tares, 
good fish and bad ones’ means 
anything, it ought to remind you 
that you can rub shoulders with 
angels, yet end in Hell. That 
thought is worth chewing on. It’s 
pretty solemn. There was Judas 
who lived with Jesus, looked into 
His clear eyes, heard His ma 
less voice, and felt the impact of 
the sublimest truths that ever 
caused visions of Heaven’s glory to 
shine before earth’s sinners. But 
he ended in Hell. 

And in the hour when the ten- 
tacles of Hell were stretching 
forth to seize on the folks of our 
text, Luke tells us the best argu- 
ment they had was that they had 
been close to Jesus. Oh, what an 
hour! Heaven’s door, shut. The 
Lord and His own, inside. They are 
outside. Their hands are blue and 
bruised as they knock frantical- 
ly, crying, ‘Lord, Lord, open unto 
us.” What argument will despera- 
tion produce? What more will they 
say? Listen: “We have eaten and 
drunk in thy presence, thou hasf 
taught in our streets.” But it’s not 
good enough. The Lord’s voice 
drifts back to them. distant as 


though born across a great abyss, 
“I tell you, I know you not, 
whence you are. Depart from me, 
ye workers of iniquity.” Ah, what 
artist can paint that picture? What 


Milton can find words to put it into| 


poetry? What Handel can write in 
wild crashing, discordant: notes, 
the throb and ache of lost sinners 
facing blackness and darkness for- 
ever? 

Oh friend, you may not feel it 
now, but you will then. Esau sold 
his birthright with a light heart, 
and sat down to enjoy a mess of 
rich, red beans, But afterward... 
Oh, if men could only see the af- 
terward — Esau, the worm of re- 
morse gnawing his heart away, 
“afterward, when he would have 
inherited the. blessing, he was re- 
jected: for he found no place of re- 
pentance, though he sought it 
carefully with tears” (Heb. 12:17). 

Esau waited too long. Will you? 
There will be no gate crashing in- 
to Heaven... Said Jesus, “Not every 
one that saith unto me, Lord, 
Lord, shall enter into the kingdom 
of heaven.” Only Jesus, personally 


.| received now into your heart, will 


make you sure for Heaven. Oh, 
that I could make the words of 
Jesus burn before the _ sleepless 
eyes of every lost sinner waiting, 
hoping for mercy in the last day. 
Jesus holds out no such hope. He 
says, “Then will I profess unto 
them, I never knew you: depart 
from me, ye that work iniquity” 
(Matt. 7:23). 


Ages ago, before the flood, God 
said, “My spirit shall not always 
strive with men.” The Lord has 
had long patience; “He is not will- 
ing that any should perish, but 
that all should come to repent- 
ance.” But the day of salvation is 
passing. The hour is late. Dark 
floods of judgment are gathering 
to break over a lost, Christ-reject- 
ing world. God’s ark of safety is 
Christ. One of these days the last 
man will stagger up the gangplank 


and cast himself on Christ for 
mercy. God will say, “Enough.” He 
will shut the door. As with Noah’s 
ark, ‘“‘The Lord shut him in.” 
“The floodgates were opened, the 
deluge came on, 
The heavens as midnight grew 
dark, 
Too late, then they turned, every 
foothold was gone, 
They perished in sight of the 


Ark, 
O Sinners, the heralds of mercy 
implore, 
They cry like the patriarch, 
‘Come’; 


The Ark of salvation is moored 
to your shore, 
Oh, enter while yet there is 
room! 
The storm-cloud of Justice rolls 
dark overhead, 
And when by its fury yow’re 
tossed,

Were all his hopes vain? 

Then Jesus passed and Matthew 
was ready. Jesus said to Matthew, 
“Follow me.” And he arose and 
followed him. That was a moment 
when Heaven rejoiced, when earth 
was brighter, and God was glad. 

Do you hear the voice of Jesus? 
He is near you nowr Don’t let Him 
pass by. He says, “Follow me.” He 
says, “Him that cometh unto me, I 
will in no wise cast out.” He says, 
‘Come unto me all ye that labor, 
and are heavy laden, and I will 
give you rest.” Grip His offer of 
mercy. Cast yourself at Jesus’ 


feet, now.
